ONE EPSOM DERBY WINNER IN CANADA. 

One of tbe most interesting of the turf jottings 
fr«'i»..Mr. H. J. P. Good’s “Old Timer’s Note- 
iKKMc, ill The Montreal Mail, is his reminiscence of 
tlie later days of Derliy winners, only oue of which 
was imiiorted to this country. Mr. Good says: 

“Only one Epsom Derby winner ever f<mnd his 
way to Canada, and that was Mr. W. S. Crawford’s 
George Frederick, which Col. Strathy brought to 
Montreal, and that, after being vainly tri«l as a 
stallion in Ontario, was shippetl to the west, and 
there died, being no great loss to anyone. Although 
Dionied, the first of the 135 that have won the 
great race, came to America, his followers could 
probably lie counted on the fingers of the two 
hands, although they include such horses of modern 
renown as St. Blaise. Ormonde and Rock Sand 
Iroqmds. winner in 1881, was foaled in America, 
ami Volodyovski. 1!(01: Orbj-, 1907, and Durbar II., 
1914, altiiough owned by Anierii-ans, were foaled re- 
spectively. ill Ikigland, Ireland and France. A few 
sons of Derliy winners liave come to this country. 
Aiming them might be mentioned Derweiitwuter. son 
of Doncaster: .Vdiiiiral. sou of St. Blaise: Ben- 

vollo. son of Bend Or; <k‘nnaro, son of St Gatlen- 
Pershore and Persistence, sons of the late King 
Edward’s first Derby winner. Persimmon; .Aisles 
d’Or, son of .Melton, and Bod Fox II., son of Fl.v- 
ing Fox. Neither have the immediate sons of St. 
Leger winners been many iu this Canada of our.”

Elaborate Flans for Social Functions at the Track 
Clnbhonae— Fund from Selling Race Snr- 
pluaes to Be Generoua. 



New Orleans, La.. December 11. — Unless otherwise 
informed oue would imagine on arrival in this city 
that a race meeting was in full blast, judging by 
the immense throng of turf followers here. Since 
tbe first of the month they have come from all sec- 
tions of the country and each train brings addi- 
tions. All are eager for the opening of the sport. 

At the Fair Grounds activity is the daily rule and 
the seven hundred horses now quartered there are 
lieing put through their paces in regular training 
order, altbougb fast work-outs, for tbe present, are 
not frequent. The course is in perfect order and 
a source of joy and ama»*ment to tlie owners. No 
marring incidents atteud(*d the <-oming of the vast 
number of tborouglibreds and few ailments have 
iieen reconled to date, with the exception of tbe 
death of tbe veteran Joe Stein, which landed here 
with an aggravated case of pneumonia. 

Tbe [daut presents a spick aud span appearance. 
Fresh paint is everywhere, the massive graiid- 
.*>tand having had the finishing touches put to it. 
Its <*oat of white with green trimmings gives it 
ail asjieet of newnes.s, supi'rior to that presenleil 
wlien it fir;-it was erei'ted and t'overed with a drab- 
gray coloring. Old timers, who were wont to race 
at the Fair Grounds during the tiourishiug days of 
the sport in this section, aver tliat the plant at 
present sliows vast improvement over former times 
and that its long disuse has not impaired it in tbe 
slightest degree. 

Though still nearly three weeks off from the time 
that the first bugle will eall the horses to the post. 
Manager Muriiliy and liis force of assistants have . 
the preliminary work well in band and. were it 
ne<*essary. tlie meeting could be started tomorrow. 

Local interest is in excess of former years and 
tlie Imsiiiess men of the city look upon tlie coming 
meeting with great priile. They regard the meet- 
ing as their own institution, created by their 
efforts, and are willing siwnsors for it. 'They have 
alieolute confiden(*e in tlie sound judgment of Jo- 
seph A. Murphy and bis management and abide by 
bis decision. 

Flans for tbe remodeling of tbe clnbhonse and 
for tbe reorganization of tbe scheme under which 
this popular social function was operated last 
winter are well under way. Steward Campbell, 
wbo originated tbe idea last winter, has been com- 
plimented from many quarters on his determination 
to give substantial recognition to the society fea- 
ture of the sport. The coming of tboronghlired 
properties, owned by numerous millionaires, creates 
a new stimulus among tbe “higher up” in tbe run- 
ning of the blue-blooded aristocrats of tbe turf. 
Colonel Campbell proposes this winter to extend the 
clubhouse privileges to a limited nnmlier of guests 
of those holding membership cards, which will 
afford a wider field for outdoor society functions 
at tbe track. ’The location of tbe clnbhonse will 
be as it was last year, at tbe end of tbe grand- 
stand nearest the entrance. Because of the limited 
number of boxes last year, many prominent yisiting 
lieople were refused membership. To .overcome tliis 
it is pro|)osed to increase the membership without, 
howeyer, permiting any relaxation of tiie super- 
vision over memlierships which made tbe clnMiouse 
exclusive. 

Through the medium of handsome and spiriteii 
display cards, which have be«>n sent lait to the 
four corners of the United States and Canada, the 
racing association Is advertising New Orleans bmad- 
i*ast as the “Winter Capitol of .Ameriim.” and is 
extending an invitation to the tourist everywhere 
to come to the Crescent City. .All New Orleans 
railroad lines have entered enthusiastically in the 
scheme. 

An entirely new rule in resp«*t to selliug races 
has l»e«*n adopteil by tlie Business Men’s Racing 
Association for its coming meeting. 

Ill future the winner of a selling rai'c will not ia; 
sold at auction. Within fifteen minutes after th«* 
official placing has Iieen made, any iierson in gisid 
standing will have the riglit to put in a sealed liid 
for the winner to the clerk of the si-ales. These 
bids will be opened at the expiration of this lime 
and the owner of the winner notifinl of tlie high 
bid. He will have tlie oiition to protect his horse 
with the customary lild of five dollars, or let it go. 
If be elects not to protect it an onler on him will 
he issued to tlie successful liidder. This rule will 
stop the colleetiiig of curious crowils in front of 
the judges’ stand and will also prevent the show of 
ill-feeling wliieh at times crops up over piihliir 
bidding on a winner. It will also have tlie elTect 
of protecting the owner from bidding by irre- 
sponsible iiersons, as the money must accompany 
ail bids, or tbe person liiddiiig liave a sutticient 
amount in the office to cover the bid. 

Tbe question of tbe surplus in selling races which 
has been the suliject of considerable discussion by 
the leading turf associations of late has had care- 
ful thought over by Judge Muiqihy and liis offici- 
als. It has liccn the policy of tlie Business Men’s 
-Association to take nothing from tlie h'irsi'iiien 
'rhere is no charge for stall rent and the inoue.y 
derived from lieeii.ses is nsi*d t*i take care of in- 
jured aud sick intsous on tbe track and the tmlanee 
at tlie end of the season is turueil over to the 
Charity Hospital. 

Judge Murphy has finally decided to reeomnieml 
to the din'ctors the creation of an emergeucy rliar- 
Itv fund from tlic snr|ilns. “If we had a fund of 
$lO,0*JO availalile at all times for eiiiergeney pur- 
poses. we might ilo a lot of good at times. Tlio 
horsemen. I feel certain, will Is* glad to Iiavo 
this system of distributing tlie surplus. Wiliio 
Gerdes. the theatrical prodiwer, acteil as a 
stakeholder last season, aud will again thi.s year 
He told me at Washington that he would produce 
San Toy for me this winter for any charity 1 
wished. Mrs. Charles Con-solyo. wife of tlie pni- 
prietor of the Montlcello Hotel at Norfolk, who 
has playeil the title role, has offered to come here 
and play it here and the rest of the cast could las 
made up of local iieople. 1 could fill a bouse from 
the racing i-ohmy alone aud this would give «s a 
tidy sum to add to tbe fund so that we should have 
close to the ten-thousand mark before tbe meeting 
is over. Col. Tbomas C. CaniplH'lI could baiidle 
the business end of the show. Gerdes be tlie pro- 
ducer and I the angel. ’This fund might at some 
time relieve a lot of suffering.” 

Only the as.s(M-ia lion’s half of the rnn-iip money 
wilt go into this fund. The owner of the sei-ond 
hors«* will ris-eive the customary fifty |ier cent. 

According to advices received tialay Tommy .and 
Johnny .McTaggart. who will ride at the Fair 
Grounds during tla* coming meeting, will arrive 
Siam after Christmas. Johnny will do the riding 
for R. T. Wilson and T*anmy will he a free lance.

Tbe Business Men’s Racing .Association is now 
forced to refuse further applications for stall room, 
because of lack of space. A request from a promi- 
nent owner yesterday conld not be complied viith. 
although tlie owner’s participation in tbe racing 
hen* was iiiiicli desinnl.

IHslitionary fona*s wlik-h landed at .'^aloniki. The 
agreiMiieiit. wiiirh lias reference to eoneertisl mili- 
tary ai'tioii in other ziaies. as well as in the Balk- 
ans', was reachisl by PnMuier Briaud aud War .Min- 
ister Gallieni. the Freneh representatives, and For- 
eign Sei-retary Grey and War Se«-retary Kiteliener, 
aeting for (!n‘at Britain, who have lieeii in coiifer- 
en<e in Paris during the last two da.vs. The seiui- 
otfieial aiinoniK'cinent issued after tialay’s eonfer- 
eiice says the prineiide of inaintenanee of Freneh 
%ml British troops at Saloiiiki was approveil liy all 
the particiiKints, and tliut iniliinr.r measures have 
Imh-ii taken to assure the seeuril.v of tlie exiieditioii- 
ar.v isirps, whk'li is retreating metlioilieally toward 
its lias«‘. si'iui-ottieiul annouiicenieiit issueil this 
aftermsHi imlleates that the Freneh and British 
triMips are lieing withdrawn from i^rliia. A state- 
ment to the elte<-t that the questions at issue Im- 
fw«*eii Gree«-e and tlie entente imwers are on tlie 
way toward settlement is credited to M. Gouuaris, 
Gr»s‘k minister of the interior, hy tlie Havas corre- 
siMiiideiit at .\tbeus. .Vfter a iiieeting of the eahi- 
iiet <-oiineil Friday niglit .M. Gouuaris. the corre- 
s|iondeiit says, made this statement aud added that 
he regardixl the diplomatic situation as satisfactory. 

Kaiser WilHaui of Geriuaiiy has personally with- 
drawn Captains Boy-Ed and V*«i Papen, naval aud 
iiiilitar.v attach«‘s of tlie German embassy, and has 
made a is-rsonal n-quest that the Uniteil States oli- 
taiii safe conducts for thiMii and their successors. 
Secretary lamsiug fonuall.v announced this fact: 
It was made plain that the rei'iill of the attaches 
was iierfectly satisfaclor.v to Emperor William, who 
handled the ease iiersonally. Tlie n-eall was asked 
hy the United States lieeausi* ot the <-onneetion of 
the attaches witli various plots against .Vnieriean 
onler and sei-iirity. Tin- a<-4vptaiiee h.v Germuii.v 
of President Wilson's iiltiniatiiiii that Boy-Eil and 
Von PajM-ii should leave the Uiiitial States is re- 
gardisl 111 ollieial and diphnuatie circles as proof of 
the purpose of llie Berlin government not to have 
a break with ihe .\merieaii iieiqile. It is iMiiiiteil 
out that it is liardl.v likel.v Germany would require 
a safe e«iiidiict for sm-eessors of tliesi' two men if 
she liad any intention of precipitating an early 
rupture in dipknnatic relations. 

Mayor Thompson’s three* appointments to the 
lioani of education were approved hy the city coun- 
cil Friday night. A bitter fight was made against 
Edward J. 1‘iggott. and when the votes were addeil 
the score was thirty-three to thirty-two against 
Mr. Piggott. Whereuiion .VUlerniaii N. A. Stern, 
who liad voted against Mr. Piggott on the ground 
tliat he was too innch interested in politics, chauged 
liis vote. He said he could not stand for the 
"anarchistic’’ methods of Alderman W. E. Rodri- 
guez and asserted that capital had as much right 
to interest itself in school affairs as had labor. 
Mayor TlMinitison liad the pleasure of having one 
apiiointmeiit, tliat of Charles French, approved 
unanimously, the x-ote lieiiig sixty-five to nothing. 
The apimintiiient of Charles R. Young was opposed 
hy five aldernieii. 

Under the heading, "The Real Victor,” the Ber- 
lin Vorwaerts preiliets the Uniteil States will reap 
all the profits and economic advantages for which 
Britain and Germany are fighting, no matter whieh 
wins, llie sudden witlMlrawal of German eximrts 
from the world markets, says the article, allords 
the United States a treineiidoiis optiortniiUy for ex- 
tending its trade, (larticiilarl.v in South America, 
while the aeeoiiipanyiiig finniieial expansion will lie 
made i-asy liy Ihe new .linericaii eiirreuey laws. 
•Viuidst the dib of war a new iMmi|H‘titor is set‘ii 
arising who will soon pmve more dangerous to 
England’s imsition in the werld market than Ger- 
many wiMilil have liei-ii lliirty years hence. 

From Berlin yesterday a dispatch says: .\dvlces 

rei-elveil here today Indicate tliat the lliissiaijs are 
hurriedly eoncentrating tniops along the Koiimanian 
liorder. The Austrian forces in Bukowina also are 
Indiig re-enforceil heavily. A Biielmrest dispateh, 
forwardeil hy way of Biidajiest. says that the 
harlior at Reni. the Russian Dannite port, at which 
triHips have lieen concentrated for some time, has 
been eloseil to passenger and freight trafllc. Rail- 
way traliic with Russia over the line through Un- 
geui on the northern RiHinianiun liorder, has 'been 
sus|iendeil since Saturda.r of last wei*k. Telephone 
and telegraph eomuiiiiiieation with Bessarabia also 
has been susi^nUeil. Ten thousand Russian soldiers 
are eoiistrueting a railroad line from Reni, thirty 
miles eastward, to Imail. 

The city council, by a vote of forty-four to 
twenty. Friday night called on M'ayor 'ThtHupson 
to remove Capt. Percy B. Coffii. president, and 
Joseph P. Geary, meiiilier. of the civil service com- 
niissuiii. and rei|uestiiig State's Attorney Hoyne to 
investigate their acts. The action was taken hy 
adopting the ahieriiiauic finance committee’s recoiu- 
iiA'iidatioiis. By vot*-s of forty-four to twenty and 
forty-two to twenty-two. the ixmncil also adopted 
the reiMirts of the Judiciary and finanie coniiuit- 
li'cs. respei-tlvely, calling u|iou tlie mayor to re- 
move George E. Nye. chief boiler inspector, and 
calling ii|ioii State’s Attoriie.v Hoyne to iiroseeute 
him eriminaU.y for alleged hriliery and violation ot 
the Hvil service laws. 

Two 1 -oast guard cutters for work on the Paelflc 
coast aud in .\laskan waters, oue fur the harlHir 
of New York and iinotlier for San Fraiieiseu liarliur.

The n‘|iurt sa.vs that of the 
279 stations of the coast guard twent.v-one should 
lie rebuilt as soon as isissitile. Lives saved or 
liersoiis rescued from iierll in the fiscal year, the 
re|Mirt shows, iiiiiiibereil 1.307. The valiM* of ves- 
sels assisted was put at $IO,!l27,730, while the 
total cost of the isiast guard and life-saving ser- 
vice slightly exceeded $.*i,000,000. 

Yuan Shi-Kai, |ires!deiit of the Chinese repnhlir, 
has accepted the throne of Clilim tendered to him 
by the (■aniicil of state, .\cting as a parliament, 
tlie couiieil of state yesterday canvassed the vote 
on the question of a change in the form of the 
government of China to a iiiuuarchy and found that 
the votes of 1.993 representatives out of 2.043 
qiiailfled to vote on the proposition were favorable 
to the ehauge. The euuiieil of state immediately 
sent to Yuan Shi-Kai a la'tition urging 4iiin to ae- 
i-e|it tlie throne. He deeliiieil at first, hut when tlie 
lietitiun was forwarded to him a seeonil time be 
accepted, with the proviso that he would continue 
to act as president until a convenient time for 
the ouruuatiuu. 

Tlie steamer San Juan of the New Y’ork and Porto 
Rico line was held up aud searched hy a Freneh 
cruiser while the steamer was bound from New Or- 
leans to San Juan. Porto Rico, aceonling to a mes- 
sage received hy the line yesterday. Two secon 1- 
class pass(>iigers were removed. The Sail Juan files 
the American Hag. Tlie San Juan is the third 
vessel of this line to have lieen held up within the 
last five days, the Coaino and Carolina having Is'en 
searched off Porto Rli-o this week. The passengers 
removed from the San Jiiaii were William Giintlm- 
vodt and Fritseli Isithar. Iioth said to lie resideuls 
of New Orleans. The San Juan left New Orleans 
Saturday aud arrived at San Juan early yesterday. 

The Greek gox'ernment has iiiaile all arriingc- 
lueiits for demuliilization of the army. It Is ec- 
lieeted a decree to this effect will lie issued shortly, 
says an Athens dispatch. The Freneh minister bad 
his second isinfereuce of the week with King Con- 
stantine yesterday moriiing.

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EPSOK BERBTS OF A &U10XRED TEARS. 

Incideats AttMidiac the Runniiiff of the Most 
Famous Race of the World. 

(Fourth Article.) 

Tlie winner in 18.'dS, EUincton, had. like Wild 
Itayrell, mouie i*uriuus autec<‘dants, for although a 
t'hani|iagne winner and a fair Iwo year-old iierform- 
er. he u'as turned out of training during the winter, 
and uaed as a hack by Admiral Harcourt’s cojich- 
iiian, while in the Derby his success was mainly 
»|JU‘ to the sudden state of the ground, over which 
his mrge flat feet carried him home triumphantly, 
but ill the longi‘st time yet re<‘orde«l in the Derby, 
and, ciuk>usly enough, exactly tile time occupied l>y 
Mincepie in the Oaks of the same year. A famous 
jockey, T. Aldcroft, some time later identilied with 
the colors of the eccentric Earl of Ola^ow, had his 
first and only successful mount on Ellington, whose 
attendants home were Yellow Jack and Cannoiiic, 
Ixith fair performers, albeit the former of this pair 
had an unfortunate propensity of running second. 
Ellington was a failure afteiVards. and when re- 
tired to the stud sired nothing of note. 

A novel and interesting incident distinguished the 
race of 1837, when, after a lapse of more than 
half a century, the Blue Riband once more deco- 
rated a champion of the weaker sex, and Blink 
Bonny recalled the Eleanor feat of 1801 in accom- 
plishing tlie double event of the Derby and Uaks, 
these, with the exception of Signorinetta in 1008, 
lieing the only instances on record of the achieve- 
ment. A rare surjirise, indeed, was the Derby tri- 
umph of Blink Bonny, which had looked and run so 
indiflerently in the One Thousand that the majority 
of race-goers lost all heart in l;er Derby prospects, 
and long odds were offered against her up to a 
few days before the event. 

It is almost a marvel how the daughter of Mcl- 
iHHinio and Queen Mary came to (tersevered 
with for her Epsom engagement. 8be bad suffered 
fearfully all the winter with her teeth, and fur 
iiHmths ' subsisted only on grass or bran mashes, 
but slmrtl.v after her api>carauce at Newmarket she 
iM'gan to look up ami take her corn, and work being 
slip|M>d into her, she was made as fit as could be in 
the time. Her trainer’s anxieties on her account 
c'eascd not until the numliers went ui», owing to his 
having la-cn unable to make out her colors in the 
race, and mistaking some others for his own. It 
was a desperate struggle, less than a length cover- 
ing the first four. Black Tommy lieing beaten a 
nei'k, with Adamas third, a short head away, and 
8trathnaiier a ne<-k further off. In connection with 
Black Tommy, almost any odds could have lieeu ob- 
tained; in fact, tSHl to 1 was laid Iiefore the start, 
and it is sakl that one layer had booked to his 
owiM*r, Mr. Drinkald, in the spring the extraordinary 
l>ct of !t20.<NHI to a suit of clothes. As a matter 
of course. Blink Bonny’s Derli.v success made tier 
first favorite for the Oaks, which she laudcxl easily, 
but went down in the St. l>eger liefore her old 
conqueror in the One Tliousand, ImiKHliense. At 
the stud she produced Blair Athol, which won the 
llerby in 1864. 

A double success for Sir Joseph Hawley’s cherry 
jacket and “Tiny” Wells with Beadsman and Mns- 
jid is Jhe record for 1858 and 185il, preccnled in the 
first year by a "Two Thousand with Fitz-Roland. 
'TIh* last named, like Rosicnician just ten years 
laiter, was the liaronet’s chosen champion for the 
Derby until tried with Beadsman, which being set 
to give the Guineas winner six {Kiunds did so witli 
the utmost ease and at once opened the eyes of the 
stable to his Derby prosi>ects, though his two-yea> 
c'ld iierfomiances had been so iioor and his looks 
eommonplacM! that at one time he was nearly being 
|Hit out of training, and a Blue Riband all but 
thrown awa.v, events |>roving that his stable com- 
panion would not have been ec|ual to the task against 
such animals as Toxophilite and The Hadji. 

The next year Musjid had a rare private trial, 
in whic'h he accomplished something so good that 
Wells and evccyoue connected with the stable felt 
sanguine that another Derb.v would ceme their way. 
He lM*at a fair liand, but did nothing more to boast 
of. Musjid, however, dc-serves notice as having lieen 
tlie first to distinguish his sire, Newminster, and to 
ercMlit him with a Dccby five years before his great 
stud rival. Stcckwell. 

Quite as icopular a victory as in the two previous 
years was the success of Thormanby in 1860, the 
first to credit Mr. Merry with the |>rizc‘. for which 
Ixrd of the Isles made so strong a bid in Wil.l 
Dayrell’s year. Thormanby’s Derby is remarkalile 
for the victory of a cedt that had done exceptionally 
hard work as a two-year-old, and yet remained as 
sound in wind and limb as on the day he was 
foaled. He won nine races in his first scaa«n, in- 
cluding the Prendergast and Criterion Stakes, and 
, la>at a splendid Imud here, comprising the Two 
Tliousand Guineas winner. The Wiaard. with which 
John Scott was uncommonly confident; Horror, a 
A usc'fiil sou of Wild Dayrell; Dangu. a French Derby 
mnneu' up; besides Buccaneer. Nutbourue, Wallace. 
^ Man-at-Arms, Loiterer. Restes and the American 
I'mpire. all sutisecpiently good winners or useful 
and famous sires. Thormanb.v did nothing else this 
season, being unplaecxl in the St. Leger to the 
Chester Cup aud Metrcqiolitan winner. St. Albans, 
which bad been withdrawn from the Derby and npc.n 
which he decisively turned the tables next year i.i 
the Ascot Cup. 

Mr. Merry bad a rare bargain wlien he got him 
for $1,750 the same week that Sunlieam had creditcsl 
him with tlie St. Leger. and won by him some sev- 
enty or eighty tbcaisand pounds in bets alone over 
the Derby. With French and American representa- 
tives running In the race the Derby this j-c-ar as- 
siimcsl for perbafis the first time on rcH^ord an in- 
ternational cdiaracter, but although the starters num- 
iK-red the same as the previous year the subscribers 
were fewer, reducing the stake below the vabie 
of Musjid’s Dc^by, which was the richest ever 
known up to that date, the subscribers being 246 
and the starters 30, against 224 subscrils-rs and the 
same strength of tlie field in Tliormanliy’s year. 
Hitherto the most valuable bad b-oen The Flying 
Dutchman’s. 

The* Rnsslc.r stable, then presided over li.v Matt 
Dawson, again su|ii>lied the favorite in 1861 with 
the unlucky Dundee, whicii, altliough completely 
lireaking clown in the race, yet managed to beat 
tile Two Thousand winner, Diuphantus, and finished 
second to Kettledrum, which here reversed the 
Newmarket form with Diopbantus. I'niversal dis- 
appointment was felt for the breakdown of the 
Russley champion, which was really a splendid ani- 
mal. a resolute goer and of the* soundest wind — his 
wc*ak point being his iipimt fore joints — yet. even 
with these defects, bis trainer quaintly said of him 
that he “cmild have won on three legs, but had only 
two to finish with.” He never stocid another pregi- 
aratiou, but. after lying in cxild water bandages, 
he* passed into the hands of Mr. Blenkiron. ami 
IhiUi Middle 1‘ark and Cohham records, as well as 
the stiMl book, attest bis fame and value as a sire. 

Of his Epsom conqueror. Kettledrum, though a 
high-brid, but common-looking liorsi*, and a go<d 
|M*rforiner both tnifore and after, it must lie said 
that Fortune favored him in tlie Derby when the 
fatal des<-eut from the comer decidtd the fate of 
the Russley bay. He was an immense favorite with 
his owner. Colonel Towiieley, and like Wild Dayrell. 
was trained privately in his own paddocks, and 
rithicn by bis own stable lad in the fast time of 
2:4.*5. 

\ noteworth.v occasion was tlie Derb.v of 1SG2, as 
well b.v tlie strength of tlie field as by the sensa- 
tional victory of tlie outsider and handicap horse, 
Caractacus. The term just used. Isiwevcr, is not to 
be applied in any simse of re|iroach to the winner, 
which was really a liigh-class horse, being sireil liy 
Kingston, an except ionally stout and well-iles<-euded 
stallbai. His liandicap doings are nothing to his 
diiwridit, bnt are cliiefly due to the cirounislance of 
his real merit having been uudisr-overed, and his 

K rty not at first flying at such high game as the 
•rby. 

It was anything but handicap corapauy that he 
emsiuntereil at Epsom, for behind him were Tlie 
Marquis (the “Guineas,” and afterwards the I^eger 
winner, and one of tlie most petteil eliamtdons ever 
m-ut from tVliiteliall. whom John Scott thought al- 
most invinciblel, Buckstone (another of the Russley 
gems of the first water), liesides .\rgonaut. Alve- 
distou. Knowsle.v. Xottiiigliaui, Exchequer, etc. On 
this occasion the field was the largest that ever 
started for the race, the iiundier being thirt.v-four 
ami the snbscriliers 233. The weights were also 
revised, colts carrying 122 isiiinds and fillies 117 
pounds’ being three iioniids more than had been car- 
ried in" the race since 1807. 

Like more than one otlier sensational hero. Carae- 
tacus’ fame was quite ephemeral, hut his successors 
tor several years on the roll have a far more estali- 
lished and imjierishablc reputation. First of these 
in 18(25 is Mr. Naylor’s sterling son of Sweetmeat. 
Macaroni the next in order to the .Streatlam ehain- 
pion West Australian, to aeeomplish the double 
event of the 'Two Thousand and Derli.v, though not, 
I'ke him. triply crowned. In almost incessant rain, 
and ank'le-deen mud. a depression pervaded tin* 
whc*lo pivs-eediiigs. Still, it was not without its 
brighter side and pleasanter memories, for it was 
the* <«casion of the first visit of the I'rince of

TRANSMISSION OF COLOR IN HORSES. 

A statement which I have made some time ago 
in the “Sporting Life” to the effect that “there 
never was a black thoroughbred which proved him- 
self a pure dominant for brown, bay or black, that 
75 per cent, of the blacks In the twenty-two vol- 
umes of the General Stud Bock have been sired by 
cliestnnt stallions or are out of chestnut mares, and 
tliat in the pedigrees of the remaining 25 per cent, 
chestnuts appear in the second or third removes,” 
has been a matter of some comment in the home, 
as well as in the colonial, press. This tends to 
prove that the subject is regarded to be of some 
importance to breeders. 

Jlay it be said at the outset of this justification 
of the above statement that I do not withdraw one 
iota from it, though I admit that 1 might have 
been more explicit so as to avoid any misconstruc- 
tions of my arguments. Other writers before me 
have expressed the view that, as in canines, also 
in horses, two kinds of black colors exist betwi^n 
which there is not the sliglitest physiological corre- 
lation, though they convey absolutely the same im- 
pression u|K>u our power of conception. The genuine 
black color — tlie nature of which will be explained 
later — is opiiosed by anotlier black which, if chemi- 
cally analyzed, will lie found to have been chietly 
determined by brown pigment. Tins “false” black 
is. strictly siieaking. nothing else but a strong 
intensification of brown. 

It is a matter of greatest imiiortance that St. 
Simon, the most jiowerful individuality that ever 
lived, has not sired a single black, which fact 
should serve to prove that some pure dominants are 
not able to produce any blacks at all, and that 
all those of their foals which are registered as 
blacks arc in fact blackish-browns. The color of 
two of St. Simon’s offspring is given as black in 
the Stud Book. namel.v, Desmond (which, however, 
with iirogressing age liecame a dark brown), and the 
mare Evermore. On Page 276 of Vol. XVII. she is 
registered as a brown, but in the subse<iuent vol- 
nmes she appears as a black. Her case seems to 
lie similar to Desmond’s, but in addition to the 
obvious fact that the color of both was a blackish 
lirowii, it offers some interesting evidence of a dif- 
ferent kind. Evermore was a daughter of the 

brown mare Imniorlellc (by Paul Jones), which 
some years previously bred the brown filly Padua 
to Tliurio. Padua proveil herself a pure dominant, 
as of her fourteen foals eleven are browns ami 
tliree bays. Amongst them we find the brown mare 
Paducah (by Victor Wild, a chestnut), which, up 
to 1910, produced two chestnut colts, one black 
colt, and one brown filly. Tlie black colt is Duke 
of Padua, wliich won the Molyncux Stakes at Liv- 
erpool in 1911. Not the slightest doubt can pre- 
vail that this horse is a genuine black, and tbat 
this coat-color was determined by the paternal brown 
<»lor and the factors for chestnut (representing Vic- 
tor Wild) transmitted by his dam. 

Reverting to the case of Padua, a daughter of 
Thiirio, it may be noted that in all the pedigrees 
of Dark Ronald’s stock the color of Thnrio( the 
sire of Dark Ronald’s dam, Darkie), is given ns 
Idack. 1 iiave gone very minutely Into this particu- 
lar ca.se and made careful emiuiries, which eluci 
dateil tlie interesting fact that Thurio was a black 
ish-browu horse, as is bis daughter Darkle ( re 
gisicred as black, which from 1893 to 1910 pro 
duced thirfceii foals — nine browns and four bays. 
Thus her breeding record (as far as color inberi 
taiice is concerned) is similar to tbat of her 
lialf-sister, Padua, in its feature of a great major 
ity of browns over bays and of an absence of any 
blacks. Nor has Dark Ronald so far sired a single 
black. Amongst his stock dark brown, sometimes 
almost black, foals greatly outnumber the baj’s. 
That this color iuheritaiire wbicli, as may be read- 
ily admitteil. Is somewhat out of the common, has 
lieen determined liy a prt'domlnanee of the Thnrio 
element In Dark Ronald’s hereditary constitution 
may be gatliered from the fact that the first three 
crops of his balf-lirother Bayardo, did not contain 
a single brown foal. It thus may be surmist*d that 
Bayardo is not strongly imbued with the Galopin 
likxid of his dam, and that be ought to do particu- 
larly well with such mari« which, like the brown 
Popinjay (the dam of Good and Gay), may safely 
be relied u|ion to return it to him. 

That “false” blacks (wliich, in fact, are nothing 
else but blackish browns may prove pure dominants 
is bei'ond any dispute. Indeed. I am inciimal to 
take the view that, should a “black” prove himself 
a pure dominant, it may be taken for granted that 
he Is a blackish brown. To this category nndoubt- 
«*dly the two brothers. Thunderbolt and Smolensko, 
helongeil. Tlielr dam, Wowski, is registered as a 
black, but could not possibly have been a genuine 
black, in view of the following facts: Her dam. 

Maria, was a bay mare (by Herod), and, to all indi- 
cation. a pure dominant, as of her nine foals pro- 
duced during the iieriod from 1783 to 1796, six were 
bay fillies and tliree bay colts. Of these, seven. In- 
cliiding the famous Waxy, were sired by the chest- 
nuts, Satellite and Pot-^’s, both sons of Eclipse. 
Then, in 1797. the “black” filly, Wowski, arrived, 
a sister to the bay Quiz (foaled the year previous), 
by Mentor, a brown liorse, by Justice, a brown son 
of Herod. Maria’s dam, Lise’tte, produced three bay 
fillies and one brown colt, and, again, tbe latter’s 
dam. JIlss Windsor, nine bays aud two browns. 
None of these ancestresses of Wowski have produced 
a single ch<*stmit or black. I therefore have not 
the slightest doubt that Wowski was a blackisli 
brown mare, and that the pure bay element of her 
maternal line, in collaboration with factors for 
either bay. brown or blackish brown, transmitted 
by Sorcerer, led to an extreme intensification of tlie 
brown color and determined pura dominance in 
Thunderbolt and Smolensko. 

I contend that the genuine black <»lor (which, by 
the way, is easily determinable in the foal during 
its earliest days ‘from the black color of tbe skin) 
is due to a blendiug tietween chestnut and bay. 
L’ltra-Meudclians assert that such blending is not 
IKisslIiIe, but from the color of the mulatto, the 
offspring of a wlilte and a black, we know other- 
wise. 'rhe two most famous blacks were Sir Her- 
cules and Sorcerer. The former’s dam. Peri, was a 
daughter of the bay Wanderer and of 'nialestris. a 
black mare, by the chestnut Alexander out of the 
brown RivaL Sorcerer was a son of the black 
Trumpator (by Conductor, a chestnut) and of the 
bay Young Giantess, by the chestnut Diomed. Of 
tike most successful produce of these two genuine 
Iilacks I may mention only the following: Bird- 

catcher (chestnut). Cruiskeen (chestnut), winner of 
the first Cesarewitch). The Corsair (black, winner 
of the Two TlionsaiHl Guineas), Coronation (bay. 
winner of the Di-rhy), Faiigli-a-Ballagh (brown, sire 
of the chestnut Flllc de I’.Vir, winner of the Oaks), 
the gelding Ixindgrave (black, winner of the Cam- 
Itridgeshire in 1S4<!), Morel (chestnut, winner of tlie 
Oaks), Wizard (chestnut, winner of the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas). Maid of Orleans (bay, winner of 
tlie Oaks), Tropbonius (black, winner of the Two 
Thonsaiid Guineas), Sorcery (bay. winner of the 
Oaks), Soothsayer (chestnut, winner of the St. 
I..egeri. and the chestnut Comus, which handed on 
the line of Matcheni. 

These records clearly indicate that in the genuine 
black the cliestnut blood is of stronger efficiency 
than that of the bay. Of modern cases those of 
Aquaseutiim. Mauvezin, and Sir Archibald, all 
tlir«*e genuine blacks — lend further support to this 
argument. To demonstrate the close relation lie- 
tween the black and chestnut color I may allude 
to the instance of Soulouquc (a brother to Neii 
Gow). whicli is described as a chestnut or black; 
thus Ids true coat-color apiiears to be as iindeter- 
min.able as that of some of Tredeniiis’ stock, tlie 
color of whieli is more black than chestnut. A 
great niimlier of genuine blacks have been produced 
by such impure bays as St. Fnisquin. for instance, 
in whose pedigree chestnut blood appears in the 
first remove. 

To sum up. there are blacks and Waeks. Tlie 
color of tiie one category is genuine, and presents 
itself as such at the earliest foalhood; if not trans- 
mitted in its pure form it segregates into chestnut 
and liav (or brown), bnt never in bay and bay. 
The “black” color of the other category is merely 
an optica! delusion. If any doubt exists as to 
whether tlie color of a foal is brown or black It 
shoiiltl he numlierod with tlie former group of color. 
— “Boulanger.” in London Sporting Life. 

RA(HNG HOSPITALITY TO VISITORS. 

Comi;,arisons are odious, so there shall be no sug- 
gestion of camparisoii in this article, but I would 
like to put on reoird my gratitude to tbe many 
trainers throiiglKuit the world who have shown me 
courtesy. Newmarket is the least hospitable center 
of racing thronglioiit tiM* world, and I say this 
without fear of contradiction, granted tlial. so far 
as I mysi'lf am <siiicem**<l, no one could have 
lieen treated more hos|iitaldy than I have by tlie 
trainers of Newmarket, but tliis lias only lieen 
lieeause thev liavc known me personally. 

Put younielf in the position of a stranger in a 
strange land, because it is only if yon are able to 
realizi* this position you will lie able to follow- me. 
Take India, for example. I arrived in Calcutta 
an entire stranger, but bad letters of introduction 
to the late Tom Itoldusen. a partner in the firm of 
'I'liriier and Roldnson. and went to Dm* Great East- 
ern Hotel lo'slay. I did not know tliat Mr. Roldn- 
siai was rtaving there. lint there is no question 
of eoiiicideni'e, Iiecaiise the Great Eistorn Hotel 
at Caleutta is. in a iiiauner of speaking, the only 
hotel there— tliat is. ttie only hotel tbat a Eiiroiiean 
would fix n(M>n to go to. Mr. Roldnsou said. 
“You will like to go out to the race course in the 
tuvruiug, aud be introduced to the trainers j( Better 



be ready at six o’clock.” It was a <H)ld niglit, 
and I ap|H*ared at six o'clock in flannels, but with 
a cap on my bead. Mr. Robinson said. “Y'ou evi- 
dently do not know India. It is cold at the moment, 
bnt in an hour’s time you will be getting a sun- 
stroke. Go and fetch your pith helmet.” He in- 
troduced me to the principal trainers, aud by eight 
o’clock the sun was a furious furnace. I left Cal- 
cutta after seeing the Viceroy’s Cup on Christmas 
Day. and Mr. Robinson and his brother gave me 
a farewell banquet consisting of currle, real enrrie, 
such as is unknown in England, and I spent the 
afternoon till the train left in their private sitting 
room at the hotel, amid holly and mistletoe, listen- 
ing to English songs and carols. Do you think a 
man ever forgets kindess like this? 

We will luiss on to the States. This was when 
I was an another winter’s holiday. I bad asked 
Lucieii I.yne, the jockey, what was the best hotel 
in New York for a stranger like myself to stay at. 
Lyne had told me the Hoffman House, without a 
doulit. I wrote to Mr. August Belnumt, the then 
president of the Jockey Club of New York, asking 
for permission to go around his stables, and when 
I arrived at the Hoffman Honse Hotel I found an 
exceedingly kind letter from him, enclosing several 
letters of introduetkm to various race courses and 
training stables, including his own. and they said: 
“Please let the bearer, Mr. S. A. Phipps, see 
ever.vthing.” 

Immediately on receiving this courtesy from Mr. 
Belmont 1 wrote to thank him, saying; “I have 
lived my life among race horses, and I think 
there is only one man in Europe who would have 
done for a stranger what you have done, and this 
is Mr. lM*o|M>ld de Rothschild.” Later Norman 
III. won the Two Thousand Guineas, and of course, 
I wrote to (Kingratulate him, giving him some 
Interesting details about the race, and I receivetl 
by return mail an autograph letter from Mr. Etel- 
niont saying he was glad to have been of service 
to a representative of The Sportsman on a visit 
to New York, and that the winning of a classic 
race in England had given him great pleasure. 

At that time the Belmont stables in the States 
were at Sbeepshead Bay and at Belmont Park. 
It was In raid-winter, with snow all over the 
place. I went to the Sheejishead Bay stable first. 
This was tinder the control of Joyner, who is now 
•Mr. Whitney’s trainer in England. I asked for 
Joyner. Joyner was not about. I said I had a 
letter of introduction from Mr. Belmont. The 
answer was not to me, bnt to one of tbe stable 
boys. “Say, Kid, you will take this gentleman 
straight to the boss’s bouse and you will hurry.” 

The trainer’s bouse was a mile away. The bpy 
was an English boy. The Wol of his heart was 
Liieien Lyne. 

1 knocked at the door of Joyner’s honse and Mrs. 
Joyner came out. I explained matters. She said. 
“.Mr. Joyner has gone into New Y'ork, hut of course 
you can see the horst*s. Come in while I get a 
horse put in the carriage.” 

I went around the Sbeepshead Bay stables, and 
tliere was every horse on view — no shillyshallying, 
no suggesting yon shoiid say this about tills horse 
or that about the other. This was my flrse ex- 
perience of Joyner’s stable, though I never met 
him personally till be came to England. From 
Sbeepshead Bay I went to Belmont Park. The 
snow was a foot deep, and I did not know the 
way. Eventually I pulled up at the house of Mr. 
Belmont’s trainer. It was eight o’cl.'ick. I pre- 
sented m.v credentials and said: “I know it is too 

late to see the horses. Init I am going hack to 
England on Thursday, and. Imving come so far. I 
tlioiiglit I would go tliroiigh with it and pay yon 
a call.” Tlie answer I got was: “You will come 

in and wipe tliat snow off your boots. *^60 we 
will see tlie horses. The horses in this stable are 
not sugar plums.” 

Half an hour later, on a pitch black night, 
wading through drifted snow n|i to the knees, we 
went to see the horses. The horses were all look- 
ing out of tlieir boxes. There was not one shnt 
uji. Tile doors of tlie boxes were half-doors, witli 
wire netting over the upper half. 

“So you see.’ said the trainer at Belmont Park, 
“you have not disturbed the horses by coming 
through the snow.” 

If tills is not the true spirit of hospitality I do 
not know what is. 

Now we will pass tOr Egypt. I went for a holi- 
day to Cairo, and stayed at Shepheard’s Hotel. 
Within a few yards of Shepheard’s is a rendezvous 
ealliHl the Bodega. I have no idea if the Cairo 
Bodega has anj'tiiing to do with tlie Bodegas of 
London which dear old Fred Leslie used to sing 
comic songs about. I overheard in tiiis Cairo Bo- 
dega an Englisliinan moutioii the name of John 
Porter, of Kingselere. You who may never have 
been in a foreign country as a stranger may not be 
able to realize what it was to hear the name of 
Kingselere. We instantly foregathered. I liitro- 
diiceil myself, saying I was a racing representative 
of The Sportsman. He told me he had learnt all he 
knew about racing nnder John Porter at Kingselere, 
and gradually because lie was the most modest ami 
reticent of men) he explained he was now trainer 
for Ibralum, the Bey Sheriff, and that the Bey 
would bo delighted to meet an Englishman who was 
fond of racing, and that his carriage would await 
me at the door of Shepheard’s ou the following 
morning at six o’clock to take me to the race course 
where the horses were doing work. I got up at six 
and there was a brake with a pair of magnificent 
eliestnut horses in the shafts. I felt somewhat 
overcome, for there were footmen in front, and 
footmen in Eg.vpt mean men who run In fKmt of 
the carriages of iM*rsons of imiiortance. This carri- 
age. thoiM* chestnut horses, and those footim*n 
awaited me every morning outside Sliepheard’s till 
I left (Yiiro. 'file race Iiors«*s of ray host were 
stableil in what I can only descrilie as stables, of 



nnliniited _pri>iH>rtions. There was r<Mim not for doz- 
ens but literally for hundreds of horses. My Isist 
on my leaving said: “You will take to England 

some souvenirs of your visit to Cairo? I wiil 
send some of niy treasures to Shepheanl’s Hotel, or 
where? ’ I tliankeil my very kind host and asked 
liim if he eared to send to Europe as a memento any 
little keeiisake to send it to the care of Cook’s, 
I went on to Monte Carlo, and there prcceilt*d me 
when I got liaek to I.Kiadon a case of anti<|uated 
Egyptian pistols, lilood-staiiied knives, and old 
swords which now adorn tlie walls of my bedroom. 

Shall we next past to South America? I had 
not lieen in Biimsis Aires three days — still a |ier- 
fest stranger — before I met a friend who knew all 
the trainers at Palermo, which is tbe Newmarket 
of the -Vrgentine, and who took me out and intro- 
duced me to them. This was Mr. David Mann. 
The trainers opened their arms to an Englishman 
who had come to see their horses, and tbe im- 
pression which remained more than any other was 
the expression in tli© stable boy’s faces as they 
silently welcomed a fellow copnntryman (Ximing 
round the stables to look at their horses. Nearly 
all the stable boys in the Argentine are English. 

In South Africa, again. I was a stranger, but 
I had letters of introdnetion to Major Henely, the 
secretary of the Jockey Club there. At that time 
the club was lieginning to embrace a wider range 
than Cai>e Colony, and Major Henley in South 
Africa Iield a positon similar to that of Messrs. 
Weatherhy at home. Major Henley provwl himself 
the most hospitable liost. and it was not many days 
before 1 found myself not only going round the rac- 
ing stables of Cape Colony, the Transvaal, and 
Natal, but making friends with the Minister of 
Railways, with the idea of giving greater facilities 
to trainers for the traveling or race liorses. 

Shall I ever forget the farwell dinner the Dur- 
ban Turf Club gave me when I left South Africa?
